Our 
families  provided  us  with  support,  understanding,  and  love.  They  helped  us 
through  the  difficult  times  and  shared  the  good  times  with  us.  The  impor- 
tance of  their  role  in  our  lives  cannot  be  down-played.  Without  them,  we  would 
not  exist. 

We  also  owe  a  great  deal  to  our  teachers.  They  too  were  there  when  we 
needed  them  and  helped  to  guide  us  to  one  of  the  greatest  forms  of  wealth 
that  we'll  ever  possess  —  knowledge.
